That to this commission be sub- 
mitted the task of considering the 
problem of conserving the mineral 
resources of the United States, de- 
vising a policy for this Government 
to adopt with regard to foreign 
sources of supply; that this com- 
mission plan years'in advance and 


that it submit annually a report.to 


Congress with its recommendations 
for necesSary legislation. 

That the members of this com- 
mission be selected from men emi- 
nent in the various mineral indus- 
tries; that each be a recognized 
authority and sucessful adminis- 
trator; that they be so selected as 
to represent separately the more 
important mineral industries; that 
their terms of service be for long 
periods, so that they may become 
thoroughly familiar with the prob- 
lem of raw materials in all its 
phases: that the commission be ab- 
solutely non-political—the best men 

+ being selected without regard to 
party affiliations. 

In justification of his project, Mr. 
Requa contends that a minerals com- 
mission “is much more needed than 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
the Federal Trade Commission, or the 
Federal Reserve Board, because with-

LEAGUE COUNCIL TO CONSIDER 


REPORT ON BALKAN INCIDENT) 


Greeks, It Is Held, Relied on Unverified Report of Officer 
Stationed Near Frontier—Measures Proposed to 
Minimize the Difficulties

‘ LONDON, Dec. 8—Owing to the 
necessity for Sir Horace Rumbold’s 
return to his ambassadorial post in 
Madrid, the League Council has de- 
cided. to give first. attention to his 
report on the recent Greco-Bulgarian 
incident. A perusal of the actual re- 
port shows the official summary, on 
which earlier cables naturally were 
based, to have been unusually in- 
adequate. 

In effect, the League’s commission- 
ers divide the affair into two chap- 
ters. The first commences with the 
frontier affray at Demirkapou on 
Oct. 19, when, apart from one Gree'x 
sentinel and’ one officer carrying a 
white flag being killed, there were 
few casualties. The officers on both 
sides endeavored to establisl a con- 
tact to bring about a cessation of the 
firing. These efforts were unsuccess- 
ful, but here, too, there had been 
nothing more than an ordinary fron- 
tier incident which, by the following 
morning, burnt itself out. The only 
notable point was the Bulgarian em- 
ployment of armed irregulars—an 
infringement of the Treaty of Neuilly, 
to which more importance ought to 
be attached. 


Unverified Message 


Then a curious incident occurred, 
which open# a second chapter and 
seems to have been the immediate 
cause of Greece’s present difficulties. 
On the morning of Oct. 20 an officer 
stationed at a distance behind the 
frontier received a message that

The 
Rumbold commission credits them 
with natural alarm and legitimate 
concern, but rolds that they violated 
the Covenant and committed an act 
of war without the prior dispatch 
of an ultimatum, and thereby ren- 
dered themselves liable for the losses 
and sufferings caused to the Bul- 
garian people and Government. 
Briefly put, that is the case against 
Greece which the Council will have 
to discuss.

DURHAM, N. H., Dec. 8 (Special) 

—“News is not publicity, nor ig it 
free advertising,” said Prof. Bristow 
Adams, head of the office of publica- 
tions at Cornell University, in an 
address to county extension workers 
and farm bureau delegates at the 
University of New Hampshire yes- 
terday on the subject of “Presenta- 
tion of Agricultural News Through 
the Press.”.He continued: “News is 
an unbiased public report; it is what 
a paper likes to print, and not neces- 
sarily what an organization would 
like to have printed. Only when 
there is news of interest to most of 
the readers can one get ‘publicity | 
in the paper.’ Facts, plus the names, 
of local folks concerned, minus all | 
expression of opinion, equals news. 

Organization news, in the main, is 


of three kinds: news of work done, or |. 


of meetings held; announcements of 
what is to be done; announcements 
of meetings to be held. Of these em- 
phasize the first. Every news item 
should answer in the first two or 
three sentences the questions: Who? 
What? When? Where? and some- 
times Why? 

The news of a meeting should not 
be Aike the minutes. Routine events 
such as the reading of minutes should 
not be mentioned. The most interest- 
ing happening should be placed first, 
in a news story, even though it hap- 
pened last.” 


CITY PLAN PROVIDES 
COAL IN SMALL LOTS 


10 Distributing Stations Are 
Planned in Boston 


In order that good, reasonably 
priced coal may be distributed to 
families who can purchase only in) 
small quantities, it is announced to-. 
day through the office of the Massa- 
chusetts Commission on the Neces- 
saries of Life that plans are under 
way to establish 10 distributing sta- 
tions in metropolitan Boston-directed 
by a large coal company, where 25- 
or 100-pound lots may be purchased 
at reasonable prices. 

The state commission suggested to 
several of the larger dealers, who 
do not ordinarily give much atten- 
tion to bag coal and small lot busi- 
ness, that steps be taken to safe- 
guard those persons who are unable 
to purchase in larger lots, and 
Batchelder Brothers, one of the larg- 
est distributing companies in Boston, 
announces that it plans to establish 
10 distributing stations. 

The company today Asnounced: 

“To meet the present emergency 
we are in a position to deliver to at 
least 10 stations, to be located in 
thickly-settled districts in. Greater 
Boston in communities whete coal is 
purchased in small quantities, 
screened low volatile -bituminous 
Pocahontas or New River brands 
stove and nut sized coal at a mini- 
mum of 100 tons a day. It can be 
sold to the consumer in 100-pound 
lots at 75 cents a hundred pounds, 
and 25-pound lots at 20 cents, on a 
cash and carry plan, the consumer 
to bring his own container. For those 
who haven't any container, 25-pound 
paper bags will be furnished at 2 
cents each.

TELEPHONE RATE APPEAL FUND 
OF $25,000 IS VOTED BY COUNCIL 


Plea of Mayor Curley to Retain Mr. Sullivan in Hearings 
Before Interstate Commerce Commission Indorsed 
—Issue Attracts Wide Interest 


——- 


Boston City Council voted yester- 
day an appropriation at the request 
of Mayor Curley for $25,000 for the 
retention E. Mark Sullivan as spe- 
cial counsel for the city of Boston 
to press to conclusion the suit 
against the New England Telephone 
& Telegraph Company and the Amer- 
ican Telephone & Telegraph Com- 
pany before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission on charges of 
violating the Sherman anti-trust 
and the Clayton anti- monopoly laws 
of Congress. 

Mr. Sullivan, about 10 days ago. 
‘resigned his position as corporation 
counsel, but the Mayor refused to ac- 
cept it unless Mr. Sullivan promised 
to continue in the telephone rate 
eases which he handled before the 
Massachusetts Department of Public 
Utilities, and which resulted in a de- 
cision for the New England company 
and a raise in telephone rates which 
takes about $8,000,000 more from the 
people of this State for the same 
services than formerly. 

‘ Await Hearing ‘Date 


Mr. Sullivan let it. be known the 
other day that he would continue in 
the telephone case believing it to be 
his duty to the people, Mayor Curley 
and to himself. He expects to have 
associated with him in the conduct of 
the case, Samuel Silverman, at pres- 
ent assistant corporation counsel. 

_The attorneys on both siles of the 

telephone issue are awaiting word 
at present from the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission at Washington 
that the date has heen fixed for the’ 
formal hearing of the charges which 
Mr. , Sullivan and Mr. Silverman 
have filed before the commission 
against the telephone concerns in 
pehalf of 157 cities and towns in 
Massachusetts which more than one 
year ago protested against the in- 
creased rates promulgated by the 
New England company. 

The case was brought before the 
Interstate Commerce Commisson 
after the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Utilities had granted per- 
mission to the New England com- 
pany to raise its tariffs in Massachu- 
setts. This permission was not 
granted until after hearings which 
continued at intervals for more than 
one year had‘brought into the open 
so much of the telephone business 
and the relations between the New/ 
England and the American com- 
panies as the ‘counsel for the protest- 
ants were able to secure. 

‘ssue of Wide Interest

Views on Nation’s Foreign 
and Domestic Policies 


RIGID ENFORCEMENT — 
OF DRY LAW DEMANDED 


Aid to Agriculture, Extension 
of Aviation, Rail Consolida- 
tions Recommended 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (4) —Re- 
newing a number of recommenda- 
tions he already had made to Con- 
gress, President Coolidge, in his mes- 
Sage transmitted to the House and 
Senate, outlined a comprehensive 
legislative program dealing with 
pressing domestic and international 
problems. His suggestions included: 

Tax reduction along lines mapped 
out by the House Ways and Means 
Committee. 

Adherence to the World Court. 

Continued effort to strengthen avi- 
ation, without radical change in the 
organization of the army and navy 
air services. 

Curtailment of the ~ Shipping 

ard’s. powers, with the Govern- 
ment fleet under the control of a 
single executive. 

Increased authority for the Presi- 
dent and Departments of Commerce 
and Labor to deal with labor dis- 
putes in the coal industry. 

Encouragement of co-operative 
marketing as an aid to agriculture. 


Dry Law Enforcement 


The President devoted a section to 
the prohibition question, appealing 
for law observance by the public and 
vigorous action against violators by 
enforcement officials. 

He also renewed his. advocacy of 
railroad consolidations and develop- 
ment of inland waterways, recom- 
mended retention. for the present, of 
property seized from aliens during the 
war, reiterating that reorganization 
of Government departments should 


ibe authorized, and declared that 


states and local ‘communities must 
co-operate more with the federal 
Government in reclamation work. 

Urging sale of Muscle Shoals to 
the highest bidder who will agree to 
produce nitrates primarily with 
power development incidental, he 
contended that the Muscle Shoals 
problem had “assumed a place all 
out of proportion with its real im- 
portance” 

Continuance of Policies 

Prefacing his recommendations 
with a statement that “the country 
does not appear to require radical 
departures from the policies already 
adopted so much as it needs further 
retention of these policies and the 
improvement of details,” and an ap- 
peal for continued vigilance against 
extravagant governmental expendi- 
tures, the President emphasized the 
need for further tax reduction and. 
declared he approved “in principle” 
the bill drafted by the Ways and 
Means Committee. 

“In so far ag income-tax exemp- 
tions are concerned,” he continued, 
“it seems to me the committee has 
gone as far as it is safe to go and 
somewhat further than I should have 
gone.” 

In a long discussion of foreign re- 
lations Mr. Coolidge made these as- 
sertions: 


That the Locarno security agree- 
ments represent the success of the 
policy of having European countries 
settle their own political problems 
without-involving the United States. 

That reduction of land armaments 
not only is of prime importance but 
a problem peculiarly European in its 
practical aspects, and that “our coun- 
try would look with particular grati- 
tude upon any action which those 
countries might take to reduce their 
own military forces.” 

Pleads for Disarmament 


That “the general policy of our 
country is for disarmament, and it 
ought not to hesitate to adopt any 
‘practical plan that might reasonably 
i be expected to succeed. But it would 
not care to attend a conference 
which from its location or constitu- 
ency would, in all probability, prove 
futile.” 

That American participation in the 
World Court would not mean in- 
volvement in the League of Nations, 
br* would “contribute greatly to the » 
a?vancement of our ideals.” 


That debt settlements already ne-° 
gotiated “impose no undue burden 
and are mutually beneficial,”: and 
that “every reasonable gffort will be 
made to secure agr nts for liqui- 
dation with the ae oe coun- 
tries.” . 

Turning to domestic issues the 
President advocated anew enactment 
of a sebective service act for mobili- 
zation of materials as well as men in 
emergencies. The report of the air 
board ought to be “reassuring,” he 
declared, adding that the depart- 
ments of war, navy and commerce 
“should each -be provided with an 
additional assistant secretary, not 
necessarily with statutory duties, but 
who would be available under the 
direction of the secretary to give 
especial attention to air navigation.” 

“We must have an air strength 
worthy of America,” hb said. “Pro~ 
‘vision should be made for two ad- 
ditional brigadier generals for the 
army air service. Temporary rank 
corresponding to their duties should 
be awartied to active flying officers 
in both army yrchees navy.”

armaments for each country may be 
far from ended but that in fixing 
maximum armaments he believes se- 
curity must be taken into considera- 
tion. Under the League Covenant al! 
members are bound to go tg the aid 
of a country attacked, and the ques- 
tion, he says, is whether this Cove- 
nant obligation eould be relied upon. 

The Council of the League is en- 
deavoring to iron out the differences 
in the Disarmament Council so that 
the inauguration of disarmament 
studies may be assured. 


Greece and Bulgaria 


Another problem before the Coun- 
cil involves Greece and Bulgaria. 
Greece demands that Bulgaria pay 
it $750,000, assert'ng that the recent 
Greek invasion of Bulgaria was jus- 
tified and that a precedent was set 
by Italy when it seized the island of 
Corfu. A League commission has de- 
cided that Greece should pay Bul- 
garia $219,000, but Bulgaria con- 
tends this is not enough, 

The Council, in a private session, 
discussed the program of disarma- 
ment study outlined by the Disarma- 
ment Council (Council No. 2), seek- 
ing means of composing the differ- 
ences between France and England 
on the question of tying up the sub- 
ject of mutual assistance in the 
event of war with that of disarma- 
ment. 

The matters on which the Disarm- 
ament Council is in accord cover a 
wide scope, including definition of 
the military, economic and _ geo- 
graphical elements. upon which the 
power of a country depends in war 
time. . . 

Limiting Armaments _ 

After arranging for an exaniination 
of peace-time «military, naval and 
aerial armaments,. methods of rée- 
cruiting and of military instruction, 

and organizations capable of mili- 
tary usefulness, the Council asked 
the proposed preparatory commis- 
sion whether it is possible to limit 
eventual war armaments, or whether 
the study should be restricted to 
peace armaments. 

It wants to know what difference 
exists between defensive and of- 
fensive armaments; whether it is 
possible to distinguish between com- 
mercial and military airplanes, and, 
if so, how the military value of com- 
mercial airplanes can be estimated 
in reckoning the strength of air 
forces. 

Simifarly it asks that value should 
be accorded to commercial ships in 
appraising total naval forces. 

Finally the preparation commis- 
sion will be asked to decide how far

officers are disheartened and crimi- 
nals are encouraged to more crime. 
A large portion of the pardons have 
been granted to those who have vio- 
lated the liquor laws, some of them 
even before they reached the prison 
doors.

No Discouragemgnts 


“We need not be discouraged by 
some partial or even entire failures 
of co-operative marke organiza- 
tion—the idea of co-operative mar- 
keting is sound and is a proven suc- 
cess, just as is banking; manufactur- 
ing, or general merchandising, and 
there are no greater proportionate 
failures than in those well organized 
institutions. The Ameri 
Bureau Federation is pledged to 
genuine support’ of co-operative 
marketing and stands ready to help 
in every practical way. 

“When we stop to think that the 
result obtained by the American 
Farm Bureau Federation during its 
six years of operation has cost the 
individual member only‘three dollars 
each Bll told, we begin to realize that 
the work has been done at a mini- 
mum of cost.” 

Mr. Bradfute presented a specific 
statement showing exactly how the 
50 cents in dues which came to the 
rnational organization from each 
member in 1926 was spent. Legisla- 
tive work at Washington during; the 
year, for example, coat the farmer- 
member of the bureau .4.8 cents. The 
Department of Marketing and secre- 
tary expense cost four cents per 
member. The greatest expense per 
capita was 7.7 cents, which wgnt to 
payment for old debts. The average 
cost per member for operation of the 


transportation department was 2.2 
cents. 


“However, without doubt some de- 
partments of the work should be ma- 
terially strengthened,” Mr. Bradfute 
further suggested. “New departments 
should be establisheqd whenever suf- 
ficient funds are available. It has 
always seemed to me that the Farm 
Bureau—county, state, and national— 
has to spend tee much money. to 
convince our own membership that 
they should continue to be members. 
I believe it would be well worth 
while to select eight or 10 counties 
in each of a like number of states 
and adopt a uniform plan most thor- 
oughly to organize those counties on 
a plan of permanent’ dependable 
membership to be done almost en- 
tirely by the farmers themselves 
with the least possible cost to the 
organization, similar to plans that 
have been adopted by Ohio and 
Michigan. It is my opinion that more 
of the responsibility should be ac-

and their local organisations: The 
individual farmer must understand 
that he has a real part and a real 
voice in this organization and that 
that begins ir. his own neighbor- 
hood.”

to.time, moving them forward and 
then defend that position was made 
by the president. 

“Why not organize for offense?’ 
he asked. “The biggest and oldest 
business in the country might well 
be more assertive. The unbiased 
counsel and advice of an educated 
farm leadership is now, and always 
has been, recognized as constructive 
and not destructive, and is always 
for the upbuilding of the Nation. Un- 
doubtedly one of the most difficult 
of our unsolved problems is that of 
surplusage of many farm com- 
modities above what is needed for 
consumption in United States and 
must, therefore, find a market in 
other countries and is forced into 
competition where it brings a price 
much below cost of production in 
America. Plans for a remedy for 
this situation have been suggested 
from many sources. Many believe 
that legislation may he the chief 
corrective, of which the so-called 
MecNary-Haugen pjan has had the 
most discussion. This plan has been 
modified and perhaps simplified.” 

Mr. Bradfute described agreement 
with and opposition to this plan and | 
asked that a resolution be presented 
expressing sentiment of the bureau 
members so that the officers and 
directors may know what policy 
America’s farm bureau members

People—The Cost Is Estimated at 300,000 0 Florins ‘ t 


THE HAGUE, Novy. 20 (Special Cor- 
respondence)—-The Christian Science 
Church building, which Dr. H.. P. 
Berlage is at present erecting in the 
Zorgviied Park, in The Hague, will 
be considered, when completed in the 
summer of 1926, one of the chief 
modern architectural monuments of 
the Netherlands. First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, The Hague, will 
form another addition to the already 
imposing series of new structures 
with distinctly modern features to be 
found in the Low Lands near the sea. 

The following is a translation, in 
part, of a description of the new 
building appearing

is heing built in the Zorgvlied Park, 
facing the Andries Bicker Road.

Eleven Municipalities Are

Twenty-two Massachusetts cities 
are holding municipal elections to- 
day and one-half of this number are 
electing mayors.

Socialist Opposition— 
Mixture of Leaders

PRAGUE, Dec. 8—The formation 
of a new Czech Cabinet, following 
the recent elections, has been finally 
effected by the ex-Premier, Antonin 
Svehla. The attempt of the Clerical 
leader, Jan Sramek, after the first 


failure of Mr, Svehla, broke down 
because of Socialist opposition to 
Clarical domination in educational 
matters, the post of Education Min- 
ister being prescribed by the Cleri- 
cals for a member of their party. 
It becoming clear that the Clericals 
could make no headway, President 
T. G. Masaryk again asked Mr. 
Svehla to form a government. 

The result shows a mixture of 
the political leaders from the six 
parties forming the coalition and 
nonpolitical experts. Seven of the 
14 ministers were in the last Cabi- 
net, but some with new portfolios. 
These seven are: Dr. Benés, for For- 
eign Affairs: Rudolf Bechyne, Rail- 
ways; Lev Winter, Social Welfare: 
Jan Sramek, Health; Milan Hodza, 
Agriculture; Jiri Strbrny,. Defense, 
and the additional ministers are: 
William Carny, Interior; Carl Eng- 
lish, Finance: John Dvoracek. Com- 
merce; M. Nosek, Posts,; Ottokar 
Srdnko, Education; Joseph Kalley, 
Slovakia, Rudolf Mlocch, Public 
Works, and Wenzel Fainor, Justice. 

The parties are presented as fol- 
lows: Agriculturists, three -port- 
folios; National Socialists, two; Na- 
tional Democrats, one; Social Demo- 
crats, two; Clericals, two; Traders, 
one, and three non-party experts. 
The majority of this coalition will be 
18 in deputies. and 10 in the Senate. 

How long this group will last no 
one is willing to prophesy. There is 
remaining unsolved the Socialists’ 
clamor for the separation of Church 
and State and the Clericals’ opposi- 
tion to this step. In foreign policy, 
the de jure recogniiion of Russia ap- 
pears likely and commercial treaty 
negotiation.: with several states will 
be pressed.

BERLIN, 
Hindenburg told the party leaders 
that he wanted the new Government 
to rest on as broad a basis as pos- 
sible, in view of the present 
economic conditions, and 4d 
that the co-operation of all, from the 
German People’s Party to the Social 
Democrats, alone could create this 
basis. The Romaa Catholics were 
asked by the President to act as a 
mediator between ‘he Social Demo- 
crats and the German People’s Party 
and the latter's leaders have already 
promised him to carry on negotia- 
tions along these lines. 

President von Hindenburg’s invita- 
tion to the Social Democrats—whom 
his Nationalist supporters decry as 
revolutionists and traitors—to enter 
the Government greatly surprised 
many, and in the opinon of competent 
observers here it is regarded as an 
outstanding event in Germany’s post- 
revolutionary history. 

Everything now depends on ‘the 


Social Democrats’ decision. They are 
undoubtedly in an awkward position, 
as they at heart are reluctant to join 
the Government at the present mo- 
ment, in view of the unrest of the 
working classes, poor living con- 
ditions and increasing unemploy- 
ment. They do not want to risk 
losing their followers to the Com- 
munists by entering a government 
over which they cannot exercise a 
strong influence, and they have more- 
over not yet forgotten the m&nner 
in which they were turned out of the 
last great coalition in the autumn of 
1923, after they had done their share 
in liquidating the passive resistance 
in the Ruhr. It is just this unfavor- 
able business of the labor situation 
which induced the President to de- 
mand the participation of the Labor 
Party in the Government. _

BUREAU OPPOSED 


Investment Bankers’ Com- 
mittee Reports — Ray 
Morris Nominated 


ST. PETERSBURG, Fia., Dec. 8 (4) 
—Opposition to a federal “blue-sky” | c 
statute is voiced in the report of the 
committee on securities presented 
sere to the Investment Bankers’ As- 
sociation of America at its fourteenth 
annual convention. 


The committee, expressing its be- ‘

fef that the Federal Government does 
sot desire to establish another bureau 
which the enforcement of such a law 
would necessitate, points out the 


difference between two bills which 
probably will be introduced at the 
present session of Congress. 

One of these by Charles A. Chris- 
topherson (R.), Representative from 
South Dakota, the committee said, 
geeks to regulate the intrastate as 
well as the interstate sale of secu- 
ities, while that of Edward E. Deni- 
gon (R.), Representative from Illi- 
nois, only deals with the interstate 
transactions. 

The situation however, the com- 
mittee finds, presents a much more 
complicated situation than a merely 
prohibitive statute could remedy. 
More time for study is asked. The 
committee told of its efforts to’ reach 
a common ground of understanding 
with securities commissioners of the 
states and reported that much prog- 
ress has been made along this line, 
but that a complete accord with 
all of them has not been reached. 

The committee recommended that 
its efforts be directed in the future 
toward obtaining uniformity in legis- 
lation; co-operation with commis- 
sioners in controlling spurious 
securities; standardizing require- 
ments with respect to furnishing 
commissioners with information and 
to bringing about greater uniformity 
in the rulings of commissioners in 
the various states.

NINE COMETS SEEN 
BY ASTRONOMERS 
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Tenth May Be Observed Be- 
fore End of Year 


CHICAGO, Dec. 8 UP) —This year is 
a open season for comets. ‘Nine of 
them are now visible through tele- 
scopes at the Yerkes Observatory of 
University of Chicago and are under 
observation. 

Prof. Edwin B. Frost, director for 
20 years, says another astral ma- 
rauder, Tuttle’s comet, may be lo- 
cated before the close of the year. 
He explains that the planets move 
under the gravitational control of 
the sun. Several of the periodic com- 
ets that come back this year have 
periods of six or seven years, and 
are strong evidence that the pull of 
the planet Jupiter has operated to 
bring them into their comparatively 
small orpit. 

Among the comets under observa- 
tion are a new one discovered by 
Prof. G. van Biesbroeck of the uni- 
versity staff when he was looking 
for a comet first visible in Poland, 
and a comet located by an amateur 
astronomer, Peilter, of Delphos, O. 

“We. cannot state whether it will 
come nearer and get brighter, for a 
comet is already close to the earth, 
as we may judge from its rapid mo- 
tion,” says Professor Frost. “This 
©. : might be as close as 30,000,000 
miles. The Peilter comet is now 
visible in a small telescope from 
about 5:30 to 7 o’clock in the evening. 
It is in the constellatian of Hercules, 
and is soon to enter the constellation 
of Aquila.”

Some Gérman and French songs 
traversing Schubert, Schumana, 
Brahms, Chausson and Chabrier, an 
assortment of delightful folk songs 
from Little Russia,’ from Brittany, 
and from Spain (the last in arrange- 
ment by De Falla) and some songs 
by contemporary American writers 
completed thé program.

«,« Tubber industry of New England and 


| the Boston offices of tire manufac- 
turers located in other sections of 
the country, gathered at the Cham- 
ber of Commerce building last eve- 
ning, to observe the one hundredth 


-anniversary of the industry in Amer- 
ica. Day Baker, president of the 
Massachusetts Automobile Dealers 


‘ and Garage Association, was re- 


quested to preside at the meeting 
and dinner, by Quincy Tucker, chair- 
man of the committee who arranzed 
_the celebration. 

George C. Wales, a grandson of 
Thomas C. Wales of Boston, who is 
credited with the founding of the 
rubber industry in this country in 
1825, was present at the meeting, as 
were also two of his great grandsons, 
Thomas C. and Ralph H. Wales. 
Prominent rubber men from fac- 
teries in Greater Boston, Woon- 
socket, Providence and New York 
were also present. 

Mr. Tucker launched a movement 
to reward Sir Henry Wickham, 
known as the father of plantation or 


cultivated rubber trees, for his work | 


that has meant so much to the’ rub- 
ber industry of the world, by raising 
a cash fund through small! individual 
contributions of every worker in the 
rubber industry in this country. 

In explaining the move, Mr. Tucker 
said that plantation rubber consti- 
tutes 95 per cent of the-world’s 
supply today, and that Sir Henry, by 
expert knowledge and long experi- 
ments, succeeded in discovering and 
selecting the right seeds for cultiva- 
tion of the trees while in Brazil in 
1876. He was knighted by England 
for his efforts, and» was. rewarded 
financially by Britain in 1911 and by 
Holland in 1924. It is the-aim of Mr. 
Tucker now to obtain similar action 
in t on United States. .

bration to the start of American im- 
, Ports of rubber shoes from the Ama- 
zon Valley in 1825, which were made 
by dipping clay lasts in. the rubber 
milk or latex, preperly heated. Later 
wood lasts were used. These tp predly 
' were imported by Mr. Wales.’ Later 
on, after the discovery of the vul- 
canizing process by Charles Good- 
year at Woburn in 1889, Mr. Wales 
invented the rubber overshoe’ known 
as the “arctic.” Honor was also paid 
last night to the memory. of MTr.. 
Goodyear for the benefit he brought 
to the inductry by the discovery of 
vulcanizing.

ture and Brookline, Needham and 
Waltham will be the gainer by the 
changed representation. 

The redistricting committee is to 
report its findings to the Legislature 
not later than Dec, 15. Lowell and 
Cambridge, shire towns of Middlesex 
County, will probably lose one rep- 
resentative each and in the efghth 
senatorial district, the towns of 
Littleton and Carlisle will probably 
be added. | 

Changes will also be made in the 
eighth senatorial district, it is ex- 
bected. The district will be central- 
ized, with its eastern boundary at 
Lynnfield, instead of ward six in 
Lynn, its. western boundary the 
borders of the town of Ayer, which 
has gone to Worcester County,. the 
southern -boundary the north edgé 
of Woburn, taking in Tewksbury 
and Billerica, and the northern 
boundary stopping north of Lowell. 
The 4@istrict will gain between 600 
and 800 Republican votes. 

The Governor's council districts 
will remain almost unchanged. The 
tommittee will probably commu- 
aicate with the various county com- 
missioners this week. They will then 
pave until August, 1926, to redistrict 
iheir counties.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 28 (Staff 
Correspondente }—Initial steps taken 
by San.Franciseo to co-ordinate the 
municipal.problems of San Mateo and 
San Francis¢o! Counties have met 
with such response that a regional 
plan association has been formed and 
articles of ipcorporation filed with 
the Secretary: of State. The organiaa- 
tion is nonprofit in character and will 
maintain .headquarters here. Fred 
Dohrmann Jf. fs named chairman of 
the board of directors. 

The objectives of the association 
envisage a unified plan for port and 
harbor development on all sides of 
San ~Franciséo. Bay. Oakland, Ala- 
meda, Richmosd, and Berkeléy are 
een as booming municipalities rather 
than as transbay communities of no 
distinction. San Franciscans are be- 
ginning to think in terms of northern 


Boulevards and Bridges 

The new regional’ plan now shap- | 
ing contemplates a co-ordinated sys- | 
tem of highways and scenic boule- 
irrespective of 


Rapid. tra it, connections between 
all parts of the district with special 
attention to commuting facilities are 
slowly evolving on blue prints. 

The association will zone every 
block of the bay area, determining 
those sections best adapted to home 
building, industry and agriculture. 
It ig understood that the goal of this 
work will,be the acquisition and 
development “of recreatiqnal areas 
and large park reservatiohs, many 
of which are now to be obtained at 
a reasonable: cost and in a natural 
state. This is particularly true of 
Berkeley and Oakland. 

Sanitation Program 

Another problem demanding solu- 
tion .is the removal of pollution of 
the bay by sewage and waste. The 
Audubon. Association of the Pacific 
has done goéd work in arousing in- 
terest in this subject. It has sought 
measures to protect, not only people 
but bird and marine life as well. 
Oil wastage has menaced certain of 
the feathered tribe frequenting the 
waters in and near the bay. Grow- 
ing population on all sides of the 
bay is said to require expert study 
and a concrete plan to clean up we 
bay.

RESULTS LISTED 


Impetus Given Commercial 
Flying—Boston Would 
Hold Speed Classic 


Six important accomplishments, alj 
designed to promote the develop 
ment of commercial air transporta- 


tion out of Boston, and growing out 
of the New-England Aviation Show 
were described by officials in charge - 
of the Mechanics Building aeronau- 
tical exhibit in a statement édoday. 
The following developments, given 
impetus by the show which closed*: 
last night were emphasized as 4 
significant boon to aviation in this 
vicinity:

5. A definite alignment of a cer- 
tain group of automobile interests 
behind the local development of 
aviation with a tie-in by the aviation 
committee of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce. 

§. Evidence of a widespread pub- 
lic interest in aviation as shown by 
the signing up of flyifig sthool pupils 
at the show, the securing of prospect 
leads by the commercial exhibitors 
and a general public reaction dur- 
ing the show. 


Attendance at the aviation show 
which entended from last Wednesday 
until Monday evening showed 4 
marked public interest in all as- 
pects of aeronautics, particularly the 
commercial extension of air trans- 
portation.

Because Dr. Lee DeForest, who 
gave radio the start of its phenom- 
enal history, clung tenaciously to the 
task of making a cherished dream 
come true, President Coolidge was 
enabled to talk to a miscellanéous 
audience in Tremont Temple, Boston, 
last evening on tax reduction, a trifle 
more than seven hours after he had 
addressed a body of farmers in Chi- 
cago on the assistance rendered agri- 
culture in the United States by the 
tariff.

Original and Interesting

In the early days of Geiaidaniey, 
in England, at any rate, brethren 
pitched their tents in what now seem 
unlikely places, many of which have 
since become famous as literary 
pilgrimages.

I THE theater specially erected 
Te: the Paris Decorative Arts Ex- 

hibition there is a small room 
which serves as a kind of overfiow 
foyer. It contains three showcases, 
each of which reveals a pair of pup- 
pets, some 25 inches in height, 
garbed in Chinese attire. They are 
not ordinary puppets. They ‘repre- 
sent a general, a mythological deity, 
a lady in mourning, a monk, a serv- 
ing man and a serving maid. The 
faces are sculptured vigorously in 
wood and painted, and their bodies 
are mobile as are only the magnifi- 
cent puppets of earlier days. They 
can move their hands, elbows, arms, 
head, trunk, hips and legs at the 
knee. No notice accompanies this ex- 
hibit, so 1 went to discover their de- 
signer. 

He was no other than the famous 
Russian, Alexander Salzmann, that 
strange and powerful figure in the 
world of the theater. It was he who 
produced for Max Reinhardt the 
“Sumurun” performance which has 
traveled the world, The same man is 
the genius behind the lighting sys- 
tem erected before the war in the 
great ball at Hellerau near Dresden, 
where a memorable. performance of 
Ginck’s “Orpheus” was given. Mr. 
Salzmann is the designer of the re- 
cent production of Maeterlinck’s 
“Pelleas and Melisande” at the 
Champs Elysée Theater in Paris, and 
his work is known in Moscow in 
conjunction with the Stanislavsky 
Art Theater, and in -Tiflis he was 
formerly director of the opera and 
the theater.

It was not easy to get Mr. Salz- 
mann to speak of his marionettes, 
because he would hear of nothing 
but the Chinese theater which had 
given him the idea of making them. 
Accordingly, he explained his object 
in carving and dressing these pup- 


pets by discoursing upon the ancient | 


tradition of the Chinese stage, which |

accompanied by music. Every actor 
has as it were one musician who at- 
tends specially to him in the sense 
that the music he plays, always in 
counterpoint, corresponds rhythmi- 
cally exactly with the movements of 
his particular actor, Who never 
ceases not only to move in counter- 
point but to speak in counterpoint. 
If one can imagine, say, six actors 
on the scene simultaneously playing 
to a polyphonic accompaniment, 
moving individually in counterpoint 
to the excessively complex rhythms 
of six different musicians, each one 
of whom is playing quite different 
rhythms from his five fellows, one 
realizes the di-cipline necessary to 
achieve the kind of actor whom the 
Chinese public exacts and gets. 

The characteristic smile of Mr. 
Salzmann played over his face 
again and he said: “Do you think 
there are any European actors 

.?” TI hastily nodded assent, 
feeling almost personally guilty for 
their insufficiencies, He then added: 
“Ah! Now you see why I make 
those puppets. They can do all 
these things.” 

At present there are only six of 
'these puppets; one day there will 
be 40; and a performance under 
Mr. Salzmann’s own direction, for 
he manipulates these marionettes 
with the greatest skill himself, will

Especially smart was one 
such gown in black with wide bands 
ofthe embroidery in‘a very good de- 
sign in white wooi all the way up; 
and a similar modei in cinnamon on 
brown was also very pleasing.

Some German Recipes 


Use of Sour Cream 

Sour cream is employed frequently 
in German cookery and it will be 
found a very useful and tasty ad- 
junct. As a salad dressing-it is ex- 
cellent. For instance, shred some 
fine heads of lettuce, 
become crisp by being immersed 
for an hour cold water, and dry 
them. Mix with a large cupful of 
sour cream a very little vinegar, 
sugar and salt, and pour over the 
lettuce; stir well and bring at once 
to the table. 

A cup of sour cream in which a 
little flour has been smoothly mixed

wool. 
Room for Originality 
The use of rabbit wool for em- 
broidery is so--comparatively new 
that the woman with ideas will find 
many ways of adapting it to various 


hitherto unthought-of uses. Charm- 
Ing little pochettes are heing made 
of it in cross-stitch and straight 
stitch done on filet net, and very 
original trimmings could be evolved 
for coats and frocks in the same 


net or on the net cut in collar-and- 
cuff shapes. 

In furnishing also there is plenty 
of scope for its employment. Most 
kinds of embroidery are quite un- 
suited to cushions., Needlework, with 
certain exceptions, does not stand 
hard wear ard it seems waste to put 
it to such a test, nor does embroid- 
ery as a rule add to the comfort of 
a cushion. Designs in rabbit-wool, 
on the other: hand, wear well. Such 
work would be very effective also on 
table mats and runners and on 
heavy curtains. 

The wool actually improves by 
being washed in a luke-warm soapy 
lather in which it should be shaken 
and on no account rubbed. Then 
after béing rinsed in warm water 
and squeezed, it should be laid flat 
on a clean towel to dry, and when 
dry shaken out and warmed -for ~ 
moment before the fire. 


The New Electric 
Typewriter

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to reléase the electricity which sets 
the keys in motion. A penny dropped 
‘on a key strikes it. When it is neces- 
sary to exert a little more force for 
cutting stencils, it is not the operator 
who must use the pressure, but the 
motor, which is allowed to release 
more energy. On ordinary type- 
writers the key must be pressed 
down about five-eighths of an inch; 
on the electric machiné it is de- 
pressed. from one-eighth to one-six- 
teenth’ of an inch.

A large number of letters, coming 
from gli directions and from all dis- 
tances up to 3700 miles gave us the 

‘esulis of the horizontal and vertical 

radiation tests which were made by 
the General Electric Company with 
the help of a large number of co- 
operating listeners oh the nights of 
Nov. 2 and 3. We have been much 
impressed with the number of re- 
ports which did come in to us. A test 
from midnight to 1 o'clock is pretty 
late and when s0 many letters are re- 
ceived, it is a most encouraging indi- 
eation that the listeners are anxious 
to assist us in our honest endeavors 
to improve broadcasting. 

Of the reports received some fa- 
vored the horizontal radiation which 
was given from midnighf until 12:30, 
and others favored the vertical radia- 
tion which was on the air from 12:45 
till 1:15. On each transmission the 
same antenna power was used, 
which, due to difficulties in tuning up 
these new forms of antennas, did not 
amount to quite 50 k. w. but was a 
little greater than 30 k. w., a power 
still considerably in excess of that 
used in anv ordinary broadcasting 
stations. One other fact which bears 
on the analysis of the data should be 
noted: that the night of Tuesday, 


Nov. 3rd, when the tests were re- 
peated, was characterized by much 
poorer reception generally than was 
‘Monday night. ~ 


On the first test, 64 per cent of the 
letters reported that the signal ob- 
tained from the horizontal antenna 
was the louder, and the majority of 
listeners stated that it was less dis- 
turbed by fading, and that the qual- 
ity was somewhat better than on the 
vertical radiation. On the second night 
reports were about equally divided as 
to which was the louder, although 
the fading was still reported less on 
the horizontal radiation. Many no- 
ticed very bad quality on the hori- 
zontal test on the second evening, 
but this should not be taken too 
surely as a mark of bad transmission 
as it may have been in some part due

Tourist Service Is 


Conducted by Radio 


Chicago, Dec. 8 
STABLISHMENT of the first 
automobile tourist service in 

the world conducted by radio was 
announced today by Station 
WBBM, Chicago. Miss Nina Baker, 
an experienced tourist and traffic 
expert, will be in charge of this 
clearing, house of information. 
This bureau will not only aim to 
give motorists current and reliable 


to the improper adjustment of the 
transmitter itself. 


While most of the listeners re- 
ported a choice between the horizon- 
tal and vertical radiations, it was 
clear from the letters that there was 
no enormous difference in the loud- 
ness of the signals produced by the 
two types of transmission: This in 
itself is an interesting fact. It indi- 
cates that waves may leave an an- 
tenna vibrating in either a horizontal 
or a vertical plane and will then be 
twisted around as they are trans- 
mitted until they give somewhere 
near the same effects. When they 
reach the receiver they both come in 
on a vertical antenna, and the at- 
tempts which some of you made to 
determine the plane in which they 
arrived showed that there was little 
difference in direction between them. 
This information may be considered 
as verification, in part, of the theo- 
ries of E. F..W. Alexanderson and 
others regarding the twist of waves 
during transmission. 

In order to study the comparison 
between the two radiations for dis- 
tance and direction, we have made a 
chart which shows the number of 
letters in each district which report 
the horizontal louder and the number 
which report the vertical louder. 
This graphical summary makes the 
results very plain. There is a clear 
indication that the horizontal trans- 
mission gave better service to the 
zone from about 60 to 250 miles from 
Schenectady, while at. greater dis- 
tances the vertical seemed to im- 
prove and to become more satisfac- 
tory. lt seems therefore, that hori- 
zontal radiation may be of some 
assistance as a special means of 
broadcasing, although at the present 
stage of development the gain is not 
very marked. 

There are some other points which 
this test has shown us, but which are 
either too involved or still to incom- 
plete for discussion at this time. 
They will, however, be of assistance 
in planning future tests along these 
lines. 
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information concerniny road and

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EDITORIALS 


When, in the closing days of October, the 
representatives of eight great Powers assembled 
in China’s antique capi- 
tal to consider changes 
in the tariff treaties, 
they were faced with a 
dilemma. The growing 
spirit of nationalism in 
the land demanded at 
very least an increase in 
the schedules, but pref- 
erably complete customs autonomy. Theoret- 
ically, nothing could be urged with justice in 
opposition; actually (which is to say in prob- 
able practice) objections were many and grave. 
Any addition to the national revenues would 
amount to no more than so much enlargement of 
income—spoils! squeeze!—for whatever clique 
or tuchun at that moment controlled Peking’s 
so-called central government. This would anger 
by just that much the cliques and tuchuns not 
so favored, and civil strife would be waged the 
more bitterly because for greater stakes. On 
the other hand, to travel on indefinitely under 
the plan of a 5 per cent maximum import tax, 
supervised by European agents, was scarce de- 
sirable if, indeed, longer possible. In the past 
it had seemed the safest method, but, with the 
Party of Liberation engineering costly boycotts 
and destructive riots to force a revision of the 
“Unequal Treaties,” it has ceased to appear so. 
If a genuine move were not made toward a 
grant of their demand, a recurrence of the dis- 
orders of last summer was as good as insured. 
Neither branch of the road was promising. Yet 
it was necessary to go forward. 

J. van A. MacMurray, of the American delega- 
tion, leading the way, it has been decided to do 
the thing basically right, the pledge thereto to 
become effective on a specified date in a near 
future, and then, in the interim, to labor in 
every way possible to safeguard the fulfill- 
ment. The agreement grants China unrestric- 
ted tariff powers*beginning Jan. 1, 1929. Mean- 
while, the status quo as to customs charges and 
management remains unchanged. From which 
it follows, of course, that Great Britain and 
America, France, Italy, Japan, Belgium, Hol- 
land and Portugal have ahead of them three 
years in which to strengthen and uphold 
China’s governmental hands that she may 
make wise ultimate use of what indisputably is 
her sovereign right. 

That this assurance should have been granted 
unanimously is much; that it was given un- 
conditionally is more. For two generations the 
various Western states most interested in this 
Eastern treasure-house have entered into scores 
of treaties with her, but all that have embodied 
promises have been qualified: We will do thus- 
and-so if China does that-and-the-other. Often 
and often, and in quite Oriental manner, China 
has failed to make good her pledge, with the 
result that most of her expected gains have 
taken to themselves no tangible forms. This 
time Peking does, indeed, make solemn promise 
—to do away with the notorious likin, or in- 
ternal transit charges, by that same New Year’s 
Day of ’29,—but this stands independent of the 
assurance of the Powers. The documents are 
collateral, not bound one to the other condition- 
ally, and it is believed as well as hoped that 
this will have beneficial effect on the mind of 
the country’s present-day nationalism. 

The Customs Conference has taken a coura- 
geous step; it remains to be seen how promptly 
and truly it can be made safety practical. It 
was, however, a move that had to be made 
soon or late, and the time seemed as ripe for 
the admittedly difficult attempt as any in a 
near future well could be expected to be. 
Clearly it involves a change of international 
policy of large importance. Certainly it will 
alter the entire political and commercial com- 
plexion of the wide Orient. Precisely what, at 
the outset, this may mean for good or ill only 
tomorrow can show; in ‘the long run it must 
prove its abiding wisdom, for it embodies 
ethically right action. 
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A fresh push is being made in Britain to 
reach happier relations between Capital and 
Labor. The subject is 
being taken up on all 
the political platforms, 
and numbers of. pro- 
posals by men entitled 
to speak with authority 
have been made in the 
press. Sir Alfred Mond, 
the well-known indus- 
trialist, is prominent in the movement. The 
phrase “master and men,” he claims, “has no 
meaning today. We are all co-workers, whether 
on the board of directors or using a shovel.” 
The time has come, he adds, “when the com- 
munity will have to put an obligation upon 
those directing industry in some shape or other 
to carry out the new idea. If people cannot 
manage industry they must get out of it. If 
they cannot get on with workmen they must 
find some other occupation. It is essential to 
insist on the principle of co-operation, the prin- 
ciple of the genera! interest.”’ 

Stanley Baldwin, speaking at the National 
Institute of Industrial Psychology, reinforced 
this argument. The enemies to be overcome, he 
said, are “overwork, underpayment, insecurity, 
bad conditions.” The fundamental question is 
“how to make the most of the individual, with 
all his idiosyncrasies in his work.” Theo- 
dore C. Taylor, a Lancashire woolen manu- 
facturer, has contributed a hopeful proposal 
based upon his own experiences. He tells how 
for thirty years a profit-sharing system has 
been successfully worked in his mills; how 1600 
employees have received £600,000 in this way, 
in addition to wages at Trade Union rates. 
These men, in consequence, now own three- 
quarters of the shares in the concern. Labor 
trouble has been eliminated, and eminent finan- 
cial success has been the reward. Mr. Taylor 
believes, with reason, that what has been done 
in his own case is possible generally if only the 
necessary initial sacrifices be made. He puts 
to the employer the pointed question, first asked 
by an ancient Quaker: “Thou sympathizest? 
How much dost thou sympathize?” 

The late Lord Milner looked at the matter 
from a somewhat similar point of view. A time 
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would come, he once said, when “instead of 
capital hiring labor, labor should hire capital.” 
Lord Milner agreed that “the divorce of those 
actually engaged in productive work from the 
ownership and control of the materials and 
instruments of production” might at one stage 
of industrial development in Britain have been 
“inevitable.” He denied emphatically, how- 
ever, that such divorce ‘“‘must necessarily be 
regarded as permanent.” 

James A. Bowie, of the Manchester College 
of Technology, has added an equally sound con- 
sideration. This is that “until ownership is 
diffused throughout the community, and espe- 
cially among wage earners, it must remain 
economically unsound and socially unsafe to 
hand over the prerogatives of the shareholder 
to the ownerless worker.” It follows that to 
enable labor, without disaster, to hire capital 
as Lord Milner suggests, it is necessary for it 
first to become the owner of a permanent share 
in the prosperity its toil helps to create. 

This is the direction in which British en- 
deavor is moving. The object aimed at is to 
identify the interests of the worker with those 
of the capitalist, by broadening the basis of 
ownership alike in industry and land. British 
eyes are looking increasingly for guidance in 
the matter toward the United States and Den- 
mark, where labor ownership in these respects 
has gone further than in Britain. New hope is 
abroad, and although the task to be accom- 
plished presents many difficulties, belief is 
growing that none of the obstacles in the way 
are greater than can be overcome by sustained 
endeavor supported by general good will. 

Perhaps never in the history of the United 
States have there been more attractive oppor- 

tunities for the safe and

Certainly 
the Buyer never in the industrial 
‘and economic record of 
Beware the country have there 
been 80 many individual

the investing classes. The intensive campaigns 
for Liberty bonds during the war educated tens 
of thousands of people to the wisdom of small 
savings and permanent investments, and since 
the Government has retired from the field of 
those seeking loans its place has been taken by 
many other would-be borrowers, and the inter- 
est stimulated in war time on the part of the 
investors has never been lost. There is money 
available in plenty, and from the sellers of Flor- 
ida lots to the underwriters of foreign loans, 
would-be borrowers and sellers by the thou- 
sands are clamoring for their share of the capital 
in the hands of the American people. 

This situation inspires some serious reflec- 
tion. While it is unquestionably a good time in 
which to put away money at a fair rate of in- 
terest, or to invest it in lands with a reasonable 
certainty of profit, it is also an equally good 
time to observe caution in dealing with either 
borrowers or sellers. The newspapers are filled 
with advertisements addressed to those with 
money to invest. 
larger newspapers nowadays will accept such 
advertisements without reasonable investiga- 
tion of the responsibility of the advertiser. The 
old days in which wildcat securities could be 
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paign are past. 
almost equally discouraged. But no newspaper, 
not even The Christian Science Monitor, which 
is most punctilious in its investigation into the 
character ofthe offerings presented in its col- 
umns, can be absolutely certain that they do not 
present opportunity for loss to the investor. 
Indeed, it is a fair, logical conclusion that the 


| very fact that profit may be anticipated involves 
the possibility that loss may be suffered, just 
| exactly as exceedingly high interest indicates 


the possibility of a failure to pay interest at all. 
The fact cannot be impressed too strongly upon 


the minds of those who have money to invest. 


that upon them rests the duty and the responsi- 
bility of making the most careful investigation 
into the propositions presented to them. If abso- 
lute certainty as to continuous interest pay- 
ments and ultimate payment in full of the capi- 
tal invested is to be sought, only the most 
moderate return can be expected. In propor- 
tion as profits or interest soar, just in that pro- 
portion the element of danger enters into the 
controversy. 

There are unquestionably many perfectly 
safe investments paying high income rates, but 
it is the business of the mvestor to satisfy him- 
self as to their, safety before putting in his 
money. There are no doubt great opportunities 
for money-making in Florida, but the wise 
buyer will investigate personally before risking 
his cash. It is immaterial to what newspaper 
he may look for the advertisements which 
awaken his interest. No newspaper can by any 
possibility make such an investigation into 
offerings of this character as to justify it in 
guaranteeing their trustworthiness. The ut- 
most it can do is to assure itself that the pro- 
moters are financially responsible and that the 
inducements offered are not of so extravagant 
a character as to justly awaken suspicion. 


The interesting discovery has been made by 
an official of the Boy Scout organization in New 
York City that the rec- 
ords of the House of 
Refuge on Randall’s 
Island, to which 10,000 
youths have been com- 
mitted for juvenile de- 
linquency during the 
last fifteen years, show |. 
that not one of the 
offenders against the law has been a Boy Scout. 
The disclosure does not come as a surprise. 
Indeed it would be surprising if it were shown 
that any considerable number of boys who have 
been associated with that organization had so 
far forgotten their duty and obligation to 
society as to become delinquent. Their training 
has been along an entirely different line from 
that which has influenced the 10,000 unfor- 
tunate youths who have been made to pay, in 
some measure, the penalty for their trans- 
gressions. 

Account is taken of the fact that the news- 
paper which reports the Scout executive's dis- 
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covery refers, incidentally, to “the rising tide 
of crime” during the fifteen-year period under 
reyiew. While actual statistics are lacking, it is 
quite probable that investigation would reveal 
the fact that among the many thousands of Boy 
Scouts in the United States there have been 
extremely few, and possibly none at all, who 
have been brought under the condemnation of 
the law. There must be some explanation. for 
this. These boys enjoy no individual or collec- 
tive immunity because of their affiliation, 
merely. They have not been made exempt from 
the penalties which the law and society impose 
upon evil-doers. Their perfect alibi seems to 
lie in the fact that they do not commit or con- 


‘nive in the commission of offenses which are 


forbidden. 

It may be, despite all discouraging reports to 
the contrary, that crime and lawlessness are 
no more prevalent now than formerly. But it 
cannot be denied that the manifestations of 
evil tendencies are more clearly marked than 
at some times in the past. So also are the 
manifestations of a clearer and better concept 
of the right, of obedience, and of a determina- 
tion to defend the standards ef righteousness. 
The warfare is as old as the ages, and it may 
be that it will prove unending. But there is 


as great and even greater reason now to. 


rejoice because of the increasing loyalty of the 
outh of ‘America to the established moral and 
egal codes, as for misgivings because of a 
somewhat emphasized tendency on the part of 
some to offend. 


It at once became apparent upon the as- 
sembling of the Sixty-ninth Congress that its 
deliberations are to be 
interrupted and its course 
made more or less tortu- 
ous by a: repetition of 
those manifestations of 
insurgency which have, 
in recent years, inter-

The apparent determination of an in-~ 
significant minority composed of discredited 
third-party adherents to interpose-what, with- 
out the aid of opposition votes, would be a futile 
interference with the majority plan of legisla- 
tion, serves anew to emphasize the folly of 
rendering voiceless and ineffective a clear pro- 
nouncement of national policies for more than 
a year. 

But it seems assured that the strength of the 
insurgent bloc, at least in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, has grown less, despite brave asser- 
tions to the contrary, since the 1924 elections.

tions from which they have found it convenient 
to wield their influences. | 

The administrative program, so far as known 
in advance of the presentation of President 
Coolidge’s annual message, is approved in all 
its essential details by the majority party mem- 
bers of both the Senate and House., This in- 
cludes,. besides the tax‘ measure, legislation 
affecting the air service, the coal situation, 
farm relief, Muscle Shoals, and the. railroads. 
It would be an incongruous and deplorable situ- 
ation that would permit the ten Wisconsjn dis- 
senters, with the aid of a few others, to 
delay for an unreasonable time the enactment 
of. laws approved generally by the people of the 
country. Their “regularity” challenged, the in- 
surgent followers seem to lose sight of the fact 
that their efforts to retaliate do not react against 
the Republican Party alone, but against the 
structure of administrative and legislative au- 
thority to which an unqualified warrant has 
been given. 


Editorial Notes 


It was a striking statement which Sir Oliver 
Lodge made in his Huxley lecture, delivered 
ht aid in London, when he urged that the 
universe rénews itself in cycles and need not 
necessarily have either a beginning or an end. 
He explained that, having reference to cosmic 
evolution, it would seem as if the universe as 
a vital and going concern must have had a be- 
ginning and must be unfolding toward an end. 
Such a beginning he put at 200,000,000,000,000 
years ago, and he said that the end apparently 
would be the disappearance of matter, with the 
existence once more of ether filled with per- 
petual remnants of radiation traveling out in 
all directions toward infinity with the speed of 
light, at a date incomparably remote. But then 
he propounded this question, “Was that the 
end?”? to which he added the query, “Need 
there be any end or beginning?” And in a fur- 
ther discussion of “spiritual things” he is quoted 
as stating that they advanced continually 
through higher and higher stages to perfec- 
tion, and that that was the real meaning of 
evolution and the real.aim and purpose of the 
intimate and infinite term, “God.” 


Vigor and efficiency seem veritably to in- 
crease, rather than diminish, with the years, if 
one may accept as final and convincing the ex- 
perience of the Detroit Free Press. With the 
opening of its magnificent new home, one of 
the finest and most thoroughly equipped news- 
paper offices in the world, the Free Press cele- 
brates its ninety-fourth anniversary. The years 
have marked a period of continuous and unin- 


| terrupted growth. The tremendous develop- 
' ment of the city in which the newspaper is 
_ published has been as steady and as great. The 


pace maintained by both makes it as difficult 
now as heretofore to determine which develop- 
ment may be said to be cause and which effect. 
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The meeting of Parliament for a short autumn session 
has not so far produced any particular excitements. The 
Labor Party made a strong protest against the with- 
drawal of the charge of larceny against the Fascist 
youths who seized the delivery van of the Daily Herald, 
the Labor Party newspaper, and against the policy of 
the Home Secretary, Sir William Joynson Hicks, both 
toward the Communists and in support of the new pri- 
vate movement known as O. M. 8. or organization for the 
maintenance of supplies in time of industrial trouble. 

But. though there is a fairly widespread impression 
that Sir William, “Jix,” as he is generally called, has not 
been particularly wise in some of the things he has said 
and done, the mass of the community has not been very 
much stirred. They remember the threats of A. J. Cook 
and others of the most extreme trade union leaders last 
summer, and they remember also that one of the reasons 
which led Mr. Baldwin to concede the subsidy to the coal 
mining industry was the discovery of the fact that the 
Government was quite unprepared to deal with a 
threatened general strike. 

So the average man is not greatly perturbed if the 
advocates of “law and order” go in for a little histrionic 
action as a set-off to the threatenings of the reds, pro- 
vided always that there is no ground for believing that 
justice and the liberty of the subject have not been in- 
terfered with. It is no bad thing to show tlfe reds 
what they are up against. The real question in people's 
minds is what is going to happen next May when the coal 
subsidy comes to an end. s 
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The most important work before Parliament has been 
the passage of the resolution authorizing the ratification 


of the Locarno Treaties. The resolution was accepted | 


by the enormous majority of 375 to 13, only a few Labor 
men voting against it. . 
The size of the majority is evidence of the overwhelm- 


| ing desire in Great Britain for peace in Europe. A con- 


siderable amount of criticism of the pact was expressed 
in the debate, some on the ground that no pact of this 
kind could succeed unless it was signed by all the nations 
of Europe, including Russia, some on the ground that it 
involved Great Britain far too deeply in the affairs of 
the Continent, some on the ground that the option to 
the Dominions to refrain from signing might lead to the 
break-up of the British Empire. 

The majority of people, however, did not scrutinize 
any too closely any of these objections. Their feeling 


rather was that the Locarno Treaty accomplished some 


great things. It brought Germany into the League. It 
stabilized western Europe. It gave a real start to 
arbitration. 

They realized that it might lead to considerable 
difficulties later on. But the wise and the practical course 
seemed to be to reap the advantages which were within 
sight and to deal with the difficulties as and when they 
arose. That was certainly the spirit in which the huge 
affirmative vote was given. + 

' Probably the deepest misgivings were felt over Article 
9 which relieves the Dominions of the obligations of the 
treaties unless they voluntarily assume them for them- 
eselves. The whole theory upon which British foreign 
policy has beef condtiicted since the war has been that it

It was decided, in the circumstances, that @ meet- 
ing should be arranged between British representa- 
tives, the President of the Free State executive, Wil- 
liam T. Cosgrave, and the Premier of Northern Ireland, 
Sir-James Craig. As a reeult, an agreement was reached. 
The agreement, in substance, provides that the present 
boundary 1 remain intact, that the Ffee State shall 
be released from its obligation to pay a share of the 
British war debt; while, on the other hand, it under- . 
takes to shoulder’ the whole cost of compensation for 
damage done to property in Ireland. Both in Great 
Britain and in Ireland the agreement has been welcom 
as a happy solution to a difficult problem. :

Particular interest was taken in the first public piano 
recital by Mlle.

Antique furniture and old pictures are in future to be 
heavily taxed in France, but according to the bill now 
‘before Parliament, modern pieces of furniture and objets 
d’art will be exonerated from the supertax. There are 
compensations, for it is obvious that if the law is car- 
ried out the prospective buyer of tiques has only to 
ask for the production of the Goverfment tax receipt as 
a guarantee of the authenticity of the object he wishes 
to purchase. If the dealer cannot produce such a re- 
ceipt, it may be taken that the antique is not an antique. 
If the tax receipt shows that the article has been offi- 
cially placed at a low valuation, the buyer will draw his 
own conclusions. But books which are the property of 
men of letters, professors and authors, will be exempt 
from the new taxation. Valuable paintings, tapestries 


and sculptures will be tax free if the artist is alive, but 
otherwise they are taxable... Anybody who pretends to — 
possess a Rembrandt or a Raphael must pay a heavy 
toll to the state or must admit that the picture is not 
genuine.

“The Church and Peace” 


To the Editer of THe Cugistian Screwce Monrror:

The point made in the 
closing paragraph is most true: “The churches cannot 
expect to bring the nations of the world into a peace 
parade until in every church of every communion there 
is inaugurated without delay a definitely planned effort to 
educate the men and women attending the church service, 
especially the young, to think more clearly on world

May I call your readers’ attention to the fact that 
this is precisely what the Massachusetts Federation of 
Churches is recommending, by vote of its annual meet- 
ing on Nov. 23. This was in the line with a paragraph 
in the executive secretary's report as follows: 3 

Social action. The Stockholm Conference has committed 
the churches of the world to a program involving the Chris- 
tianizing of the whole social order. It was truly said there 
that this is a task, not for clergy, but for laymen, who 
know the technical details of industrial, social, and political 
life. Social action on the part of the churches will be 
ineffective without “that force which comes from frequent 
discussion and consequent united opinion.” Opinion in our 
church membership, as well as our citizenry, may be still 
divided on burning issues, industrial and international. 
“The churches must educate the ves,” by frequent, 
fearless and friendly discussion. Whefe we cannot reach 
agreement, we may at least, as the Crown Prince-of Sweden 
said, reach “mutual understanding.” Our churches tra- 
ditionally stand for freedom of speech and the testing of 
all things by the mind of Christ. = 

But where is there opportunity for such discussion? 
The mid-week meeting is often languid and ineffective; 
why may it not be used for such vital discussions? 
Forum classes of men and women are increasing and to be |. 
encouraged. The sermon may be used, not merely for ap- 
peal to the will on the basis of ideals already accepted, 
but also to implant new ideals and prepare for these popy- 
lar discussions. The field is wide. Some topic adapted to 
the conditions of every community is always timely, 
America's entrance into the World Court is the acid test 
of her interest in world peace. The ill to permit commer- 
cial sports on the Lord’s Day, coming before our voters by 
initiative in November, 1926, presents one of the most sert- 
ous moka} issues we have yet faced. In behalf of your com- 
mittees on industrial and international relations and 
moral welfare, such increased discussion in every ehurch 


is urgently recommended. :
